MEXICO CITY GJP) — Minor 
new shocks added early today to 
the terror wrought by Mexico’s 
worst earthquake in 48 years. Loss 
ot life was high from destroyed 
buildings and from floods, fires I 
and landslides spawned by t he ] 
temblors. 
The known dead was 46 with 
some BOO 
persons 
injured 
and 
dozens missing. The death loll in­ 
creased as thousands of volunteer 
rescue workers dug through the 
debris ut homes and apartment 
houses in Mexico City, the hardest 
hit in the 160.000 square mile area 
rocked by the quakes. 
Another 114 persons were report­ 
ed killed, but the reports were un­ 
confirmed. A spokesman for the 
governor of Michoacan State on 
the Pacific Ocean west of Mexico 
City reported 72 drowned in floods, 
but Mexico’s minister of hydraulic|

Construction of a main control and warning 
radar installation in the continental Untied States 
and the populated part of Canada has been com­ 
pleted. All radars on the network operate 24 hours 


a day. 
Under construction now is the “Mid-Canada 
Line", a radar system to Ute north of the settled ter­ 
ritory of Canada. In spite of some of the world s 
poorest weather, these warning lines arc being ex­ 
tended far out to sea in both oceans by tile Navy

Coastal ships providing seaward radar surveil­ 
lance are presently operating off both East and West 
coasts by the Navy.

New radar sites as well as several sea platforms 
extending 125 miles off the Last coast are being plan­ 
ned.
